If you experiment with antenna tuners and antennas then you should really 
try using a Variometer. 


Inductors are often made so that the inductance can be varied by one 
means or another. Today we use rollar inductors and tap coils. Both 
mechanical means. One can also bring a metal plate into and out of the 
inductor field to make small changes in the inductance. Very lossy tho. 


The variometer changes the inducance by electrical means. The total 
inductance of two coils may be shown by the following equations: 


1) Lt 
2) Lt 


L1 + L2 + 2M adding fields 
L1 + L2 - 2M opposing fields 


where M = K (sq root (L1L2)) Maximum value of K is 1.0 


A variometer allows you to rotate one coil in relationship to the other 
so you can play with the value of K. You normally rotate one coil 

180 degrees in respect to the other one. It is easier to build than it 
sounds. 


It is possible to use the variometer to continuously vary from low values 
(i.e. ©.1 uH) to large values of inductance (i.e. 5 uH). No switches, no 
mechancial counters just a simple 180 degree roatation. No mechanical 
connections. So a couple simple inductors can be used for the coil in 
your next tuner for 10 to 40 meters. Use a fixed value for the 

capactior. Variometers lost out when modern day (now yesterday) variable 
Capacitors became available. Since we no longer can purchase decent 
variable capacitors it is time for the variometer to again takes its place. 


All old ideas should not be trashed. Something else to think, about did 
you know your tuned circuits can produce gain? This is the worthwhile 
advantage resulting from tuning your receiving antenna circuits.

It is difficult to judge what would be the optimum size for an image to be 
displayed on the web. Various browsers on various platforms have different 
default window sizes, also depending on the size of monitor involved. It 
the image is too large, the user will be forced to enlarge the browser's 


window and/or scroll to see the entire image. 


If you wish to maintain compatibility with legacy hardware, you must keep 


the image size well below 640 by 480. A 5.5" by 5.5" image, as displayed on 
a 72 dpi monitor (usually the standard, but this has changed with the 
advent of multi-scan display systems) would require 396 by 396 pixels. A 
good rule of thumb is that your output device is 72 dpi. 


Another issue to contend with is bit depth. Current GIF formats only handle 
8-bit data. 8-bit colour is facilitated by the use of a color lookup table 
(or CLUT, also known as a palette) that can be stored in the header of the 
image file. The display software uses this information to interpret the 
8-bit image data into colors. This can often lead to unpredictable results 
if the image's CLUT disagree's with the particular display system's CLUT. 


Plus, as you reduce a full-colour 24-bit image to 8-bits there are obvious 
degradations in the image quality as color approximations are made. That is 
why I prefer to serve 24-bit images (compressed JPEG format), and let the 
individual's display system reduce it to however many bits it provides. 


Of course, you face similar unpredictabilities with possibly sub-standard 
display systems on client machines. I faced this myself when I applied a 
green background to the QRP-L pages. I received many complaints that the 
text was unreadable because of "dots" on the background. Well, those dots 
were caused by the user's display system attempting to approximate that 
green color with 2 or 3 (or ore) of the colors available in its color 
palette. This was not my fault, but rather a deficiency of the user's 
hardware. 


So, I was forced to deal with the lowest common denominator, and I removed 
the green background so "legacy" system users could enjoy the pages.

I did a bit of digging in my personal library looking for information on Litz 
wire and cable. The best source of general information is in the ANTENNA 
ENGINEERING HANDBOOK by Jasik and Johnson, Second Edition. They also reference 
Watt's book mentioned earlier by N2CX. 


Jasik references Litz cables for use in VLF tuning network helixes. Just to 


give you an example of the magnitude we're talking about in this usage, a 
quantity of Litz wires made up of AWG 33 wires is woven into a cable up to 
3-1/2 inches in diameter. This method is useable for antenna currents up to 
about 1500 Amperes. Definitely not QRP unless the antenna impedance is 2 
micro-Ohms! Beyond 1500 Amps, the Litz cable becomes to large to handle, and 
copper tubing up to 6 inches in diameter is typically used for the helix. 


Jasik uses AWG 33 in the above example, but in actuality, the individual 
strands are selected to be one skin depth in diameter, thus having maximum 
current density per volumn of copper. 


I agree on the loss of many of our fine historical reference books. I'd love 
to find a copy of E.A. LaPorte's antenna book from 1953, but haven't seen one 
since devouring the copy in my college library many years ago. LaPorte was the 
head of RCA Global Communications for many years during the time frame when 
global VLF/MF/HF communications was king. His field of expertise was long 
wires, rhombics, v-beams, and other long range antennas and his book is one of 
the finest references in that area that I've ever seen. He wrote the chapter 
on Long Wire Antennas in Jasik's book.

Dick, (Richard Slavens, WA6TMF) you queried about variometers. 


Well, a variometer is a clever way ot get a variable inductance. It uses two 
inductors, one fixed the other inside the first that is rotatable. The idea 
is that the mutal coupling between the two varies depending on whether their 
coupled magnetic fields aid or oppose each other, resulting in a low-loss 
variable inductance. Using flexible leads on the rotating coil gets away form 
the loss and complications of sliding metal contacts. They wer much used in 
original radio transmitters and receivers in the LF and VLF range. 


I hate to harp on the old-timer's theme of the good old days, but here goes 
anyway. :-). 


Way back when, in the fifties and sixties, learning about radio and 
electornics included a fair amount of historical perspective. A quick check of 
our current company library (Lockheed Martin - descendant of RCA), showed few 
references to variometers. I couldn't even find a copy of Terman's Radio 
Engineering! Alas the history of radio like the history of everything else 
these days is evidently a low priority :-). 


By the way, for those who want to read more about Litz wire and its uses, I 
recommend one book that IS still in the library - VLF Radio Engineering by 
Watt. It should be in any good technical library (at least one that has been 
in existance for more than a few years). Lots of other stuff in there that's 
neat, too, although some of the math and theory can be intimidating. Shucks, 
how many of us are there who still remember the Radiotron Designer's 

Handbook? I bet Bill Gates never heard of it! (Oops, no flames, please, I'm 


just kidding :-) :-) )

Rich, NW3N, wrote about a variometer he had. 


Rich, if the coil you have is wound like a piece of Mini-ductor about 4 inches 
in diameter, with the flat insulator holding the banana-type plugs about six 
inches long, you have what sounds like a plug in output tank coil for a BC-610 
transmitter. It is WW-II vintage and built by Hammerlund (I think.) This not 
really a variometer, but simply a means of adjusting the link coupling. 


True variometers are shaped like a partial sphere, with one coil inside the 
other. I've seen variometers in older pieces of broadcast equipment. I had an 
old General Radio modulation monitor at a station for which I was the Chief 
Engineer 25 years or so ago, that had one in it to couple the RF into the 
monitor. 


The BC-610 was a portable (Well, it did have handles!) AM transmitter covering 
up to 20 MHz or so. It had a T250 final modulated by a pair of Class-B 1150's. 
I had one that I junked 20 years ago, and still have the tubes out of it.
